Re: Joint Purchasing Agreement for Independent Inspector General Search 

The Office of the President is hereby requesting authorization for the Purchasing Agent to enter into and 
execute a Joint Purchasing Agreement for a professional services contract with David Gomez & 
Associates, Inc. (“DGA”), Chicago, Illinois, in order to provide national executive search and consulting 
services for the Independent Inspector General (“IIG”) search. 

DGA is a Chicago-based national management consulting and executive search firm which is under 
contract with the Metropolitan Pier and Exposition Authority for executive search services and has 
assisted the City of Chicago in the city’s recent reorganization of the Chicago Department of Human 
Resources, wherein the city hired forty-three (43) director level employees; and, DGA assisted the city in 
its recent search of the Superintendent of the Department of Police. Additionally, the City of Chicago 
recently entered into an exclusive five (5) year master agreement with DGA for executive search services. 

DGA will serve as a collaborative advisor to the Cook County Bar/Chicago Bar IIG Search Committee 
(“Joint Search Committee”) and ensure a comprehensive and objective search process in an effort to 
produce candidates for the position of IIG who are most qualified and truly independent. 

Estimated Fiscal Impact: 1/3 of 1st Year Salary of Independent Inspector General; $50,000.00. Contract 
period: February 1, 2008 through January 31, 2009.

As you know, prior to being sworn into Office in December of 2006, I stood along side President Bobbie 
Steele and Michael Shakman in order to show my support for the Supplemental Relief Order (“SRO”) 
that was being executed by the County. In addition to my presence on the date of the passage of the SRO, 
I further attended this meeting to show my support for the Ordinance amendment requiring the 
prohibition of unlawful political discrimination. 

Since being sworn in as President, I have further supported the principles and requirements of the SRO by 
addressing the prohibition of unlawful political discrimination during televised Board Meetings and 
Bureau Chief/Department meetings; furthermore, I have instructed my staff to address the principles and 
requirements addressed in County Ordinances as well as the SRO to County employees through training 
sessions, notices and postings on the County’s web-site. I have supported the efforts of the Compliance 
Administrator and will continue to be supportive of efforts addressed in the SRO. 

I have been advised that the Compliance Administrator has provided you with correspondence regarding 
her request to participate in this Administration’s search for a permanent Human Resources Chief. I 
wanted to take this opportunity to advise you regarding the steps this Office has taken in the search for a 
permanent Human Resource Chief and the role requested of Ms. Nowicki, as advised by the State’s 
Attorneys Office.

In addition to personally meeting with Ms. Nowicki, on December 21, 2007 Ms. Nowicki was informed 
in writing regarding the steps this Office has begun in its search for a permanent Human Resource Chief. 
Ms. Nowicki was informed that a search for a permanent Human Resource Chief was publicly advertised 
on the internet and that this Office had received over 65 resumes. 

The notice of job opportunity was advertised indicating that the County was seeking a HR Chief with 
superior interpersonal skills, a Bachelor’s Degree, Masters Degree preferred, 5-10 years Human Resource 
experience and union labor and union contract negotiation experience. 

In addition to the above, I have directed my staff to form a Committee that will be responsible for 
reviewing the resumes that I have received and for that Committee to recommend three candidates for my 
review and interview. The Committee shall consist of internal representation as well as employment 
lawyers and human resource professionals. Should the Committee fail to recommend suitable candidates 
for review, I may consider further recruitment options. 

I have communicated to Ms. Nowicki that I would like for her to meet the members of the Committee 
when finalized and speak with them regarding the principles of the SRO, the importance of the HR Chief 
position as it relates to compliance with the SRO and the prohibition of unlawful political discrimination. 
In addition to her presentation to the Committee, I have asked Laura Lechowicz Felicione, an internal 
member of the Committee, to advise the Committee regarding the requirements of the SRO, the County’s 
position on the prohibition of unlawful political discrimination, the current climate within the County and 
the qualifications/characteristics needed for the HR Chief. 

It is important for this Board to know what has been communicated to the Compliance Administrator by 
this Office with the advice of Counsel and the steps that this Office has taken to obtain a highly qualified 
candidate for position of Chief of the Bureau of Human Resources.

RESOLUTION 


WHEREAS, Almighty God in His infinite wisdom has called home John H. Stroger, Jr., the first 
African-American to be elected President of the Cook County Board of Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, John Stroger was bom in Helena, Arkansas on May 19, 1929 to John and Ella Stroger who 
raised him during the Great Depression, instilling in him a strong work ethic and a moral sense of duty 
and honor, allowing him to achieve academic success as a graduate of Xavier University in Louisiana; 
and 

WHEREAS, opportunities for professional advancement and personal success led John Stroger to come 
to Chicago in 1953 and join Ralph Metcalfe’s Third Ward Regular Democratic Organization, a turn of 
events which would impact the lives of millions; and 

WHEREAS, in 1959 John Stroger would marry the love of his life, Yonnie, as the two of them started to 
raise a family of their own, their daughter Yonnie Lynn and their sons Hans and Todd; and 

WHEREAS, with the support of his family, John Stroger attended DePaul University College of Law and 
earned his law degree in 1965 all while working full time; and 

WHEREAS, John Stroger set out to make his own mark in Cook County Democratic Party politics by 
becoming the first African-American Committeeman of the Eighth Ward in 1968, and he would begin to 
make his mark in County government after his 1970 election to the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners; and 

WHEREAS, as Commissioner, John Stroger developed an unmatched knowledge and leadership of 
County Government through his Chairmanship of every major Board Committee, his ascendancy to the 
Chairmanship of the powerful Finance Committee and his election to the presidency of the National 
Association of Counties; and 

WHEREAS, John and Yonnie Stroger, devoted parents to all three of their children, were forced to 
endure the tragic death of their son Hans in 1982, a dark time which would deepen John Stroger’s faith 
and draw him even closer to his family; and 

WHEREAS, his personal courage, political strength and professional success developed through both 
triumph and tragedy would reinforce John Stroger’s conviction that he could bring positive change to the 
lives of those around him, especially those served by Cook County Government; and 

WHEREAS, in 1994 John H. Stroger, Jr. was elected President of the Cook County Board of 
Commissioners, where he would serve for 12 years, a validation of the long hard fight President Stroger 
waged to build a quality health care system which would serve the residents of Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, the lasting political and governmental legacy of President Stroger was his ability to focus 
the County on an essential goal, the construction of a new Cook County Hospital which now bears his 
name, and to have the political will to get done what was needed to bring quality health care to all; and 

WHEREAS, those who remember John Stroger and take him to his rest today think not only of his 
service to his County, but also think of the warm handshake, the loud reprimand or the gentle 
encouragement; the concern he showed for our families, our neighbors and our futures; we remember the 
open door to his office, his love of history, his loyalty to his party and to his friends and the love he had 
for his wife, his children, his grandchildren and his entire family; we shall always cherish his almost 
always ready smile and his hearty laugh which would fill the room with sound and easily disarm the most 
vociferous of opponents; and 

WHEREAS, we recall the words of the past few days of those who shared their remembrances of 
President John Stroger: that “he treated everyone the same”; “everyone was important”; that “once he 
gave you his word, he was there”; that he “changed the lives” of everyday residents throughout Cook 
County; that he cared for the “little man”; that his politics were “never about being mean”; that he 
provided thousands with the opportunity to excel and succeed; and that he fought for so many who may 
not have been able to fight their fights alone.

WHEREAS, Almighty God in His Infinite Wisdom has called The Honorable Eugene Sawyer from our 
midst; and 

WHEREAS, beginning as a chemist working in Chicago’s Water Filtration Plant and active in Chicago’s 
6th Ward Democratic Organization, Mr. Sawyer rose to become an alderman, a position he fulfilled with 
distinction for 17 years; and 

WHEREAS, in the historic days following the death of Mayor Harold Washington, as a political 
maelstrom roiled and raged on, Mr. Sawyer was voted in as Acting Mayor, becoming Chicago’s second 
African-American Mayor; and 

WHEREAS, during this period of extreme divisiveness, Mr. Sawyer was a man of calm and reason, and 
served as a bridge in the forging of compromises necessary for City Hall to serve its constituents; and 

WHEREAS, in his position as Mayor, Mr. Sawyer proved to be a dedicated and highly effective public 
servant of quiet resolve; during his administration a number of progressive reforms were passed, 
including ethics reform and the historic Human Rights Ordinance, which had languished in the City 
Council for years and which protected gays, lesbians and bisexuals from discrimination in the areas of 
employment, housing, and public accommodations; and 

WHEREAS, Mr. Sawyer helped to further heal Chicago’s political divide by continuing Mayor 
Washington’s legacy of open and transparent government; and 

WHEREAS, in losing Mayor Sawyer we have lost an honorable, humble, and thoughtful leader who 
loved and served the City of Chicago and its people with devotion. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that Mayor Sawyer’s memory shall be cherished in all of 
the hearts of the people he touched and loved; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that the Cook County Board of Commissioners, on behalf of the more 
than five million residents of Cook County, does hereby express its deepest condolences and most 
heartfelt sympathy to the family as well as to the many friends and loved ones of Mayor Eugene Sawyer.

ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 

AMENDMENT TO COOK COUNTY CODE, VITAL RECORDS FEE ORDINANCE 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Clerk maintains marriage, birth and death records for Cook County; and 

WHEREAS, Section 25 of the Vital Records Act allows the County Clerk to collect a fee for copies of 
records equal to the fees collected by the Illinois Department of Public Health; and 

WHEREAS, certain records of genealogical interest are available to the general public, i.e., marriage 
records older than 50 years, birth records older than 75 years and death records older than 20 years; and 

WHEREAS, the Vital Records Department of the Cook County Clerk has been engaged in a project to 
improve the public’s access to genealogical records by digitizing these records; and 

WHEREAS, the digitization of genealogical records will provide quicker access to them and reduce the 
burden of research on those requesting the documents. 

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 2 Administration, 
Section 2-174 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 2-174. Vital records fees for County Clerk. 

(a) Birth records. The Cook County Clerk shall continue to charge and collect a fee for the first 
copy, and a fee for each additional copy of a birth record as set out in Section 32-1. 

(b) Marriage records. The Cook County Clerk shall continue to charge and collect a fee for the first 
copy, and a fee for each additional copy of a marriage record as set out in Section 32-1. 

(c) Death records. The Cook County Clerk shall charge and collect a fee for the first copy, and a fee 
for each additional copy of a death record as set out in Section 32-1. 

(d) Genealogical records. The County Clerk shall charge and collect a fee as set out in Section 32-1 
for the first copy and a fee as set out in Section 32-1 for subsequent copies of any genealogical birth, 
death or marriage certificate. 

(e) Emergency fee. The County Clerk shall charge and collect an emergency fee as set out in Section 
32-1 for providing a copy of a vital record on an overnight basis. The emergency fee authorized in this 
subsection shall be in addition to any other fees authorized to be collected by the County Clerk for 
providing the requested document. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, that the fee increase imposed herein shall be reflected in a 
corresponding projection of annual revenue, as stated by the Cook County Clerk. In the event of a 
shortfall between the estimated annual revenue, and the actual annual revenue collected from the fees, the 
amount of the shortfall shall be imposed as a reduction in the annual appropriation for the operating 
budget of the Cook County Clerk; and 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 32 Fees, 
Section 32-1 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows:

PROPOSED ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 
WHEEL TAX ORDINANCE 


BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 74 Taxation, Sections 
74-550 through 74-569 of the Cook County Code are hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 74-550. Short title. 

This article shall be known and may be cited as the "Cook County Wheel Tax on Motor Vehicles 
Ordinance". 

Sec. 74-551. Definitions. 

For the purposes of this article the following terms are defined as follows: 

Bus means a motor vehicle designed for carrying more than ten passengers and used for the 
transportation of persons. 

Larger passenger automobile means a passenger automobile with a curb weight of at least 4,500 
pounds, as determined by the vehicle's manufacturer. Ambulances and hearses of more than 35 
horsepower are incoiporated in the definition of larger passenger automobile.

Moped means a vehicle capable of being powered by either the muscular power of man or as a 
motor vehicle at the discretion of the operator. For the purpose of licensing, a moped shall be licensed as 
a motor vehicle. 

Motor truck means a motor vehicle designed, used or maintained primarily for the transportation 
of property. 

Motor vehicle means any vehicle including motor bicycle or motor tricycle propelled otherwise 
than by the muscular power of man or animal, except such as run on rails or tracks. 

Owner includes a lessee, licensee, or bailee of a motor vehicle having the exclusive use thereof, 
under a lease or other similar contractual agreement for a period of not less than 30 days. 

Recreational vehicle means every motor vehicle originally designed or permanently converted 
and used for living quarters or for human habitation, a motor home and not used as a commercial motor 
vehicle. 


Residing within the unincorporated area of Cook County means owning, leasing, or otherwise 
the controlling of property or a place of business wherein motor vehicles, trailers, or semi trailers are 
stored, repaired, serviced, loaded or unloaded within the unincorporated area of Cook County in 
connection with such business. 

Semi trailer means a vehicle designed for carrying persons or property and for being drawn by a 
motor vehicle and so constructed that some part of its weight and that its load rests upon or is carried by 
another vehicle. 

Smaller passenger automobile means a passenger automobile with a curb weight of less than 
4,500 pounds, as determined by the vehicle's manufacturer. 

Tractor means any motor vehicle designed and used primarily for drawing other vehicles and not 
so constructed as to carry a load other than a part of the weight of the vehicle and load so drawn. 

Trailer means a vehicle designed for carrying persons or property and for being drawn by a 
motor vehicle and so constructed that no part of its weight rests upon the towing vehicle. 

Sec. 74-552. License requirement. 

It shall be unlawful for any motor vehicle owner residing within the unincorporated area of Cook 
County to own, possess, use, or to cause or permit any of his agents, employees, lessees, or bailees to use 
any motor vehicle upon the unincorporated area of within Cook County, unless such vehicle be licensed 
as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 74-553. Application. 

Any person desiring a license for any such motor vehicle or other vehicle shall file an application 
with the Department of Revenue (Department) in the Bureau of Finance, upon a form provided therefore, 
which shall set forth the name and address of the applicant, a description of the vehicle for which the 
license is desired, the place where the same is to be kept when not in use, the number and kinds of other 
vehicles kept by the said applicant at such place, and in the case of an application for a license for a motor 
vehicle, for what purpose the same is to be used, and such other information as may be prescribed.

Sec. 74-554. Exemptions. 

All vehicles owned and operated upon the public ways of the unincorporated area of Cook 
County by the United States Government or any agency thereof, or by the State of Illinois or any 
department thereof, or by any political subdivision, public or municipal coiporation of the State of Illinois 
or any department or other agency of such corporation, or by a nonprofit organization as defined by 
Section 501(c)(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, as amended, such as the American Red Cross, and all 
buses owned and operated by churches in conjunction with the authorized activities of said institutions 
under Section 3-616 of the Illinois Vehicle Code, shall be exempt from the vehicle tax. Every exempt 
vehicle, except those vehicles owned by the County of Cook which are used by said government agencies 
in confidential or undercover investigatory services or by an officer of any said agencies as the officer's 
official car shall have the name of the owner painted in letters at least one and one-half inches in length in 
a conspicuous place on the outside of each side of the vehicle; provided that in lieu of such identification 
every vehicle which is exempt from payment of the state motor vehicle registration fee, shall have a 
license plate or emblem as provided in Sections 74-556 and 74-560 herein and every vehicle owned by 
the United States Government or any agency thereof, which is not identified as required in this article, 
shall have such license plate or emblem. All license plates or emblems for vehicles exempt from payment 
of the vehicle tax (a "Z" emblem) shall be furnished by the Department at no charge. 

Sec. 74-555. Issuance. 

Upon the payment by the applicant of the license fee hereinafter provided, the County shall issue, 
or cause to be issued, a license authorizing the use of such vehicle within the unincorporated area of Cook 
County. 

Sec. 74-556. Fees. 

Annual license fees shall be as set out in Section 32-1. 

(1) A self propelled vehicle operated as a tractor and one semi trailer shall be considered as one 
vehicle in computing the license fees, and no additional license fee shall be required for the 
semi trailer so used. 

(2) The owner of each vehicle who has elected to pay a mileage tax to the State of Illinois shall 
be required to be licensed as this article provides. 

(3) A semi trailer used with any device for attaching it to a motor vehicle, a trailer, or other 
semi trailer, shall be licensed as a trailer. 

(4) All equipment mounted on wheels for transportation and attached to any motor vehicle or 
leading semi trailer or trailer, using the public ways of the unincorporated area of Cook 
County, shall be licensed hereunder as trailers. 

(5) If any such vehicle has been purchased or lawfully acquired by the applicant on or after 
December 1 of any current year, the fee to be paid shall be a sum equal to one-half of the 
annual license fee, specified in Section 32-1, as a license fee for the balance of such year. 
Before any applicant shall be entitled to a prorated license as provided for in this section, 
the applicant shall furnish an affidavit in a form satisfactory to the Department stating that 
the vehicle for which the license is applied for was purchased or otherwise obtained by the 
applicant on or after December 1 of the current year, and shall exhibit to the Department 
the bill of sale covering the vehicle for which the license is sought.

Sec. 74-557. Persons over age 65. 

License fees for motor vehicles in Classes XSV and XLV, excluding ambulances and hearses, 
owned by persons 65 years of age and older shall, upon satisfactory proof of age, be charged a one-time 
fee of $5.00 for the duration of the ownership of such vehicle. Such discount is limited to two cars owned 
by the same owner. 

Sec. 74-558. Effective dates. 

This article shall be effective on January 1, 2006 upon becoming law , and thereafter. 

Sec. 74-559. Annual license. 

(a) [License to be displayed.] Annual licenses must be displayed by July 1. Said licenses shall 
be valid until June 30 in the following year. 

(b) New residents. Within 60 days of taking up residence within the unincorporated area of Cook 
County, a current Cook County Vehicle License must be displayed on the owner's vehicle. 

(c) Newly acquired vehicles. For any new or used vehicle purchased or acquired after July 1, a 
valid Cook County Vehicle License must be displayed within 30 days of the date of acquisition. 

Sec. 74-560. Motor bicycle plate. 

(a) The Department shall deliver to the holder of a license for a motor bicycle, motor tricycle, or 
trailer, a metal plate or other license emblem which shall bear the word "Cook County" and a number 
identical with the number of the license, the name of the class to which such vehicle belongs, and the year 
for which such license is issued. 

(b) When such metal plate or other license emblem is delivered to the holder of a license for a 
motor bicycle, motor tricycle, or trailer, it shall be the duty of such licensee to affix such plate or other 
license emblem in a conspicuous position so that the plate or other license emblem can be easily seen 
upon the rear end of such motor bicycle, motor tricycle, or trailer. 

Sec. 74-561. Window sticker. 

(a) Except for those who receive a sticker under Section 74-557 of this article, the Department 
shall deliver to the holder of any license for any automobile, motor truck, motor ambulance or hearse, 
motor coach or motor bus, a sticker license emblem, which shall bear the words "Vehicle Sticker" and 
"County of Cook" and the numerals designating the year for which such license is issued, the name of the 
County Board President, and a number identical with the number of such license. 

(b) Such sticker emblem shall be affixed, in accordance with the instructions printed thereon 
which are made a part hereof, and without the use of supplemental adhesives, at the lower right-hand 
comer of the inside of the glass portion of the windshield of such motor vehicle, approximately one inch 
from the right-hand lower sections of the frame of such windshield. 

(c) The Department shall change annually the predominant background colors of such sticker 
emblems. 

(d) The Department shall deliver to the holder of any license issued under Section 74-557 of this 
article a sticker license emblem which shall bear the words "Vehicle Sticker" and "County of Cook", the 
name of the County Board President, and a number identical with the number of such license.

Sec. 74-562. Removal upon sale. 

(a) Immediately upon the sale of any vehicle licensed under this article, when such sale is made 
prior to the date of expiration of such license, the vendor shall remove the license tag, plate, transparent 
sticker, or other license emblem from the vehicle so sold. 

(b) Except where a vehicle has been regularly transferred as hereinafter provided in Section 74- 
564 herein, it shall be the duty of the purchaser of any used automobile or other vehicle to remove and 
deliver to the vendor or the vendor's agent immediately any license tag, plate, transparent sticker or other 
license emblem which may be attached to such vehicle at the time of the purchase thereof, when the 
vendor of such vehicle may have refused, failed or omitted to detach from such vehicle as hereinafter 
required. It shall be unlawful for any such purchaser to use, sell or offer sale such used automobile or 
other vehicle without first having removed all license tags, plates, transparent stickers or other license 
emblems. 

Sec. 74-563. Unlawful use on another vehicle. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to affix or cause to be affixed any license tag, plate, 
transparent sticker or other license emblem to any automobile or other vehicle other than the vehicle to 
which such license tag, plate, transparent sticker or other license emblem was intended to be affixed at the 
time of the issuance thereof by the Department. 

Sec. 74-564. Transfer. 

(a) Whenever the owner of any vehicle licensed under this article, before the expiration of such 
license, sells or otherwise disposes of such vehicle, and thereafter acquires another vehicle and desires to 
transfer the vehicle license originally issued for the vehicle disposed of to such newly-acquired vehicle, 
such owner shall immediately make application to the Department for a transfer of said vehicle license to 
the newly-purchased vehicle. Said application shall state the name and address of the licensee and the 
name and address of the purchaser of said vehicle, together with a description of the newly-purchased 
vehicle. Upon surrender of the original license and transparent sticker or vehicle tag in case a metal tag 
has been issued, or upon proof that the transparent sticker or plate has been destroyed, the Department 
shall transfer said license to apply to the new-acquired vehicle upon payment of the proper license fee of 
$10.00, provided, that the Department shall not transfer any license where the transparent sticker emblem 
issued under said license is defaced or mutilated so as to prevent identification of the emblem. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to displace a transparent sticker emblem on any vehicle other than the vehicle for 
which the emblem was originally issued, without first transferring the license to such other vehicle, as 
provided herein. 

(b) The owner of any vehicle licensed under this article shall promptly notify the Department 
whenever the transparent sticker emblem issued under such license is lost, stolen or destroyed. A 
duplicate transparent sticker may be purchased from the Department for $20.00. 

Sec, 74-565. Dealer license. 

(a) If any manufacturer or dealer of any of the motor vehicles mentioned in this article shall 
make application to the Department and shall state that the manufacturer or dealer is a manufacturer 
operating a plant for the construction of motor vehicles within the unincorporated area of Cook County, 
or a dealer in such motor vehicles with a salesroom located within the unincorporated area of Cook 
County, and desires a license emblem to be used by the dealer or manufacturer, the Department shall 
upon payment by such applicant of the fee hereinafter set for to such manufacturer or dealer a distinctive 
license plate or transparent sticker license emblem with a number thereon. Said emblem must be attached 
to or borne by any such motor vehicles while being operated on the streets of the unincorporated area of 
Cook County. When any such vehicle is in use and carries such license plate or transparent sticker license 
emblem, no other license fee shall be collected under the provision of this article. 

(b) The annual license fee to be paid for each such license plate or transparent sticker license 
emblem shall be $20.00, and said fee shall not be prorated. 
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(c) Every manufacturer or dealer applying for said plates or transparent sticker license emblems 
must submit to the Department satisfactory proof of the person's status as such manufacturer or dealer and 
satisfactory proof of the number of sets of dealer's plates issued to the application by the State of Illinois; 
provided that no license plates or transparent sticker license emblems shall be issued under this article 
unless the applicant is in possession of an Illinois dealer's license for the current year. The total number of 
license plates and transparent sticker license emblems that may be obtained under this article shall not 
exceed the number of sets of dealer's license plates issued to the applicant by the State. 

(d) No such license, plate or emblem shall be used on any motor vehicle rented by such 
manufacturer or dealer, or on any vehicle used to transport persons or property for hire, or on any vehicle 
unless such vehicle is operated under a dealer's license issued by the State of Illinois and to which both 
State license plates are attached. 

Sec. 74-566. Business vehicle identification. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to use or to cause or permit any of a person's employees to use 
any motor vehicle, or other vehicle, in the transportation of property upon the public ways of the 
unincorporated area of Cook County unless such vehicle shall have the name and address of the owner 
thereof, and a serial number distinguishing said vehicle from any other vehicle controlled or used by the 
same person plainly painted, in the letters at least one and one-half inches in length, in a conspicuous 
place on the outside of such vehicle, provided that any such person using and operating in the 
unincorporated area of Cook County more than five such vehicles may cause such name and serial 
number to be painted on each vehicle as foresaid in letter not less than three inches in length and omit 
there from the address of such person; provided, further, that in event if such vehicle is used or operated 
continuously by a lessee or bailee or other person having complete control over such vehicle, instead of 
the owner thereof, the name and address and serial number or name and serial number, as the case may 
be, of such lessee, bailee or other person using and operating said vehicle may be used as if the person 
were the owner thereof. Such name, address and serial number, or name and serial number, as the case 
may be, shall be kept so painted, plainly and distinctly, at all times while such vehicle is in use on the 
public ways of the unincorporated area of Cook County. This section shall not be construed as applying to 
any motor vehicle, or other vehicle which is used exclusively for noncommercial purposes. 

Sec. 74-567. Right to inspect. 

The Cook County Sheriffs Police are hereby authorized to issue citations to any vehicle 
registered to an address in unincorporated Cook County on the public way in unincorporated Cook 
County that is not displaying a Cook County vehicle sticker and furthermore, officers of the Cook County 
Sheriffs Police shall have the authority to enter the following places for purposes of ascertaining whether 
vehicles parked therein are in compliance with this article and issue citations accordingly: 

(1) Any parking lot that is open to pedestrian traffic. 

Nothing in this section authorizes any officer to force, break, or remove any lock or door in order 
to gain entry to any of the foregoing places. 

Sec. 74-568. Penalty for ordinance violation. 

(a) Late fee. Any owner as defined in Section 74-551 or 74-552 who purchases a license after 
July 1 or other due date as defined in Section 74-559(b) or (c) shall pay a late fee penalty equal to the 
amount due for the license fee but not less than $25.00 per license, whichever is more. Persons over age 
65, physically handicapped individuals, or disabled veterans shall not be charged more than $25.00 for a 
late fee. 


(b) Back dated fees. Any person or motor vehicle as defined in Section 74-551 or 74-552 who 
did not purchase a license after the effective date may be required to pay the entire amount of fees due for 
each of the prior three years that the fee had not been paid. 

(c) Penalty> for failure to properly display sticker or unlawful use of sticker on another vehicle. 
Any owner, driver or motor vehicle in violation of these provisions requiring a license shall be fined not 
less than $75.00 per offense nor more than $150.00 per offense. 
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(d) Purchase of a license after the due date. Purchase of a license after the due date shall not 
result in an order of compliance discharge or a finding of not guilty by any court or administrative hearing 
and penalties and fines, contained herein shall be mandatory. 

Sec. 74-569. Penalty for unlawful removal. 

(a) Except as otherwise provided in 50 1LCS 45/80, any person who shall take, destroy, remove, 
or obliterate any license tag, plate or emblem provided for in this article, without the consent of the owner 
of the vehicle, shall be fined not less than $200.00 nor more than $500.00 for each offense. Every such 
wrongful destruction, obliteration or removal of such license tag, plate or emblem from any vehicle shall 
be considered a separate offense. 

(b) Except as otherwise provided in 50 1LCS 45/80, any person violating any provision of this 
article where the penalty is not otherwise herein provided for shall be fined not less than $50.00 dollars 
nor more than $200.00 for each offense. A separate and distinct offense shall be considered as committed 
for each and every day any wagon or vehicle is used upon the public ways of the unincorporated area of 
Cook County without having procured a license and without having complied with the provisions of this 
article. 


(c) The license and fees herein imposed is in addition to all other taxes imposed by the 
Government of the United States, the State of Illinois or by any unit of local government. 

Sec. 74-570. Deposit of Funds 

Sixty percent of the revenue generated from the imposition of the tax under this Ordinance, 
including penalties and interest, shall be paid in to the Cook County ITealth Fund and be used solely to 
fund the Cook County Bureau of Elealth Services. 

BE IT FURTHER ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners, that Chapter 32 Fees, 
Section 32-1 of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows:

BE IT ORDAINED, by the Cook County Board of Commissioners that Chapter 44 Human Resources, 
Section 44-45, of the Cook County Code is hereby amended as follows: 

Sec. 44-45. Bureau of Human Resources. 

(a) Established; Chief of Human Resources to be Chief Executive Officer of the Bureau of 
Human Resources. There is hereby established a bureau which shall be known as the Bureau of Human 
Resources. The Chief of Human Resources shall be the chief executive officer of the Bureau of Human 
Resources and shall be a person with at least ten to fifteen years of experience as a Human Resources 
executive of an institution with a minimum of 10,000 employees. The Chief of Human Resources shall 
be appointed by the President with the approval of the County Board. The Chief of Human Resources 
and shall serve at the pleasure of the President. The Chief of Human Resources shall be responsible for 
the general management and control of the Bureau of Human Resources in a manner consistent with the 
ordinances of the County, the laws of the state, and the rules of the Bureau.

PROPOSED RESOLUTION 

RESOLUTION PROPOSING DEVELOPMENT AND IMPLEMENTATION OF 
ENERGY EFFICIENCY AND CARBON DIOXIDE REDUCTION PROGRAMS FOR 

COOK COUNTY BUILDINGS 

WHEREAS, there is a consensus among the world's leading scientists that global warming caused by 
human emission of greenhouse gases is among the most significant problems facing the world today; and 

WHEREAS, the U.S. Environmental Protection Agency (USEPA) estimates that commercial and 
industrial buildings are responsible for nearly 50 percent of the national emissions of greenhouse gases 
that contribute to global climate change; and 

WHEREAS, the USEPA estimated that if the energy efficiency of commercial and industrial buildings in 
the U.S. improved 10 percent, Americans would save an estimate $20 billion and reduce greenhouse 
gases equal to emission from about 30 million vehicles; and 

WHEREAS, the President and the Board of Commissioners have shown environmental accountability by 
recently approving resolutions in support of membership in the Chicago Climate Exchange and support of 
the Robbins Community Power bio-mass power plant; and 

WHEREAS, President Todd H. Stroger sponsored and passed a resolution, in July 2007, to support Cook 
County founding membership in the Sierra Club Cool Counties Climate Stabilization Declaration, which 
challenges counties to create an inventory of our county government (operational) greenhouse gas 
(“GHG”) emissions and implement policies, programs and operations to achieve significant, measurable 
and sustainable reduction of those operational GHG emissions to help contribute to the regional reduction 
targets; and 

WHEREAS, the President and the Board of Commissioners recently approved The Cook County Climate 
Change Mitigation Act, sponsored by Commissioner Quigley, which requires Cook County, on January 1, 
2009, to enter into a legally and financially binding agreement with Phase II of the Chicago Climate 
Exchange CCX, committing to a reduction of 1.5 percent of its total greenhouse gas emissions from the 
buildings and vehicles Cook County operates, equaling each year between 2006 and 2010; and 

WHEREAS, once Cook County joins the Chicago Climate Exchange, Cook County will be required to 
pay the Chicago Climate Exchange noncompliance fees for lack of meeting the required yearly C02 
reductions of approximately 4053 metric tons of C02 for the FY 2007 and FY 2008 estimated at 
$110,000.00 for both years within 90 days of signing the formal agreement and approximately $70,000.00 
yearly until FY 2010; and 
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WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Environmental Control has began the process of 
addressing its future commitments to Cool Counties Climate Stabilization Declaration and Chicago 
Climate Exchange by actively pursuing federal and state funding for implementation of new 
environmental programs, including a pending award from the USEPA for a Diesel Vehicle Retrofit 
Program to reduce the C02 emissions from diesel vehicles in the Cook County Highway Department; and 

WHEREAS, the Cook County Department of Environmental Control, in a collaborative effort with the 
Bureau of Administration’s Department of Industrial Engineering, the Office of Capital Planning and 
Policy, the Sheriffs Office, the Bureau of Health Services and the Purchasing Department, recently 
developed a Request of Qualifications and received submittals from Energy Service Contractors (ESCo) 
that would be able to guarantee results reducing Cook County’s C02 emissions and energy expenditures 
from Cook County largest facilities; and 

WHEREAS, guaranteed energy saving programs have been implemented for counties and cities across 
the United States, by ESCos, by implementing energy efficiency retrofit programs utilizing EnergyStar 
supported products and the use of renewable and sustainable energy technologies. Implementation of 
these energy efficiency programs has been able to reduce utility cost by hundreds of thousands of dollars 
yearly for the customers of ESCos; and 

WHEREAS, ESCo will identify and evaluate energy-saving opportunities with an industrial energy audit 
of Cook County facilities and then recommend a package of improvements to be paid for through savings. 
The ESCo will guarantee that savings meet or exceed annual payments to cover all project costs—usually 
over the contract term. In the event the savings do not materialize, the ESCo pays the difference. 

WHEREAS, the President and the Board of Commissioners appreciates the need to assess each energy 
efficiency and carbon dioxide reduction initiative in an effort to: 1) determine the fiscal, personnel, and 
operational impact on the using department or agency affected by the initiative; 2) determine whether 
fiscal, personnel, and operational resources exist for implementation of said proposed initiative; and, 3) 
conduct a cost-benefit-analysis of the initiative so as to determine whether the initiative can be sustained 
monetarily and to determine the risks, i.e., noncompliance fees as above, associated with a decision to not 
implement said initiative. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, by the President and Board of Commissioners of the 
County of Cook, State of Illinois, that the President and Board of Commissioners support the pending 
Energy and Emission Reduction Request for Proposals and pending contracts that will generate 
deliverables that will benefit Cook County by: 

1. Complying with the C02 reductions as required by the Chicago Climate Exchange and place 
Cook County in a revenue generating position with the Chicago Climate Exchange; 

2. Reducing Cook County use of electricity, natural gas, gasoline and water resulting in a reduction 
in its emissions of carbon dioxide; 

3. Benchmark Cook County facilities for EnergyStar and LEED Existing Building certification; 

4. Decreasing the cost of utilities for Cook County by hundreds of thousands of dollars a year. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, by the President and the Board of Commissioners that each energy 
efficiency and carbon dioxide reduction initiative will be assessed in an effort to: 1) determine the fiscal, 
personnel, and operational impact on the using department or agency affected by the initiative; 2) 
determine whether fiscal, personnel, and operational resources exist for implementation of said proposed 
initiative; and, 3) conduct a cost-benefit-analysis of the intiative so as to determine whether the initiative 
can be sustained monetarily and to determine the risks associated with a decision to not implement said 
initiative.

All terms and conditions in 
the proposed ordinance are primarily unchanged from the existing line of credit ordinance except for the 
extension of the latest maturity date of January 31, 2008 to November 30, 2010. 

The extension of the County’s $200 million line of credit is necessary to support the timely payment of 
general County expenditures in case of delays in the collection of county revenues.

ORDINANCE AMENDMENT 


An Ordinance amending and restating an ordinance authorizing the 
execution of an agreement for a line of credit and related documents and 
the issuance of one or more promissory notes in connection therewith. 

WHEREAS, Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois provides that “a 
County which has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the electors of the County ... (is) a Home Rule 
Unit” and The County of Cook, Illinois (the “County”), has a Chief Executive Officer elected by the 
electors of the County and is therefore a Home Rule Unit and may, under the power granted by said 
Section 6(a) of Article VII of the Constitution of 1970, as supplemented by the Local Government Debt 
Reform Act, as amended, the (“Act”), exercise any power and perform any function pertaining to its 
government and affairs, including, but not limited to, the power to tax and to incur debt; and 

WHEREAS, pursuant to the provisions of the Act, the County has the power to incur debt payable from 
any lawful source and maturing within 40 years from the time it is incurred without prior referendum 
approval; and 

WHEREAS, the Board of Commissioners of the County (the “Board”) has not adopted any ordinance, 
resolution, order or motion or provided any County Code provisions which restrict or limit the exercise of 
the home rule powers of the County in the issuance of general obligation full faith and credit notes 
without referendum for coiporate purposes or which provides any special rules or procedures for the 
exercise of such power; and 

WHEREAS, the Board hereby expressly determines that it is pursuant to an Ordinance adopted on the 
12th day of July, 2006 (the “Prior Authorizing Ordinance ”), the Board heretofore determined it to be 
advisable, necessary and in the best interests of the County that the County authorize the execution and 
delivery of an agreement for a line of credit ( the “Agreement”) ; and 

WHEREAS, it is in the best interests of the inhabitants of the County and necessary for the governmen t 
and affairs of the County also to authorize pursuant to the Prior Authorizing Ordinance the Board 
authorized the issuance of one or more promissory notes (collectively, the “Note”) to evidence the 
obligation to repay the principal of and interest on amounts drawn down by the County under such 
Agreement; and 

WHEREAS, the Prior Authorizing Ordinance provided for the execution of one or more Note Orders (as 
hereinafter defined) setting forth certain details of any such agreement and note, all within certain 
limitations (being, collectively, the “Prior Parameters ”) and as set forth in the Prior Authorizing 
Ordinance; and 
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WHEREAS, to date no such agreement has been executed and no note has been issued pursuant to the 
Prior Authorizing Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, the Board now expressly determines that it is advisable and necessary that an agreement be 
executed and that one or more such notes be issued; and 

WHEREAS, to such end it is hereby deemed advisable and necessary that the Board now specify, 
determine, amend and restate the Prior Parameters and amend and restate the Prior Authorizing 
Ordinance; and 

WHEREAS, to such end it is hereby deemed advisable and necessary that the Board now adopts this 
Ordinance so to specify, determine and authorize . 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT ORDAINED, by the Board of Commissioners of The County of Cook, 
Illinois, as follows: 


ARTICLE I. DEFINITIONS AND INTERPRETATIONS 
Section 1.1. Definitions: 

A. The following words and terms are defined in the preambles hereto:

B. The following words and terms used in this Ordinance shall have the following meanings 
unless the context or use indicates another or different meaning: 

“Agreement” means that certain written agreement providing for the creation of a line of credit 
for the County and the issuance of one or more Notes to evidence the obligation of the County to repay 
amounts due and owing thereunder. 

“Act” means Section 6(a) of Article VII of the 1970 Constitution of the State of Illinois, as 
supplemented and amended by the Local Government Debt Reform Act of the State of Illinois, as 
amended, and the other Omnibus Bond Acts, as amended. 

Advance for Value means a receipt of funds by the County under the Agreement and relative to 
the Note which is a loan advance on and partial purchase price consideration for the Note, to be 
evidenced as provided in the Note form. 

Agreement means the agreement to be executed by the County and providing for the advance of 
funds to the County to defray the necessary expenses of the County for its corporate purposes, that certain 
written agreement providing for the creation of a line of credit for the County and the issuance of one or 
more Notes to evidence the obligation of the County to repay amounts due and owing thereunder. 

“Board” means the Board of Commissioners of the County. 

Chief Financial Officer means the Chief Financial Officer of the County. 

Code means the Internal Revenue Code of 1986, as amended. 

“County” means The County of Cook, Illinois. 
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Designated Officer means the President, Chief Financial Officer or any other office or employee 
of the County so designated by a written instrument signed by the President or the Chief Financial 
Officer. 


Face Amount means the authorized maximum amount of the Note, as stated on its face. 

Fixed Rate Note means a Note bearing interest at a fixed rate percent per annum. 

Floating Rate Note means a Note bearing interest at a rate percent per annum which is subject to 
change from time to time, payable from time to time, and subject to various options for payment by the 
owners thereof, as more fully provided for in the Agreement. 

Maturity Date means the date on which the principal of the Note is due and owing under the 
Agreement. 

Note Order means the 2006 2008 Note Order and Notification of Sale to be executed by the Chief 
Financial Officer and setting forth certain details of the Agreement and the Note as hereinafter provided. 

Note Register means the books of the County kept by the Note Registrar to evidence the 
registration and transfer of the Note. 

Note Registrar means the institution or person so designated and defined in the Note Order, or 
successors or assigns. 

Ordinance means this Ordinance as originally introduced and adopted and as the same may from 
time to time be amended or supplemented in accordance with the terms hereof. 

Paying Agent means the institution, having fiduciary power, or person so designated and defined 
in the Note Order, or successors or assigns. 

Purchase Price means the price paid to the County by the Purchaser for the Note. 

Purchaser means the purchaser of the Note as so identified in the Note Order. 

Regular Record Date means the fifteenth day before any interest payment date on the Note or 
such other date as may be provided in the Note Order. 

Taxable means, with reference to the Note, the status of interest paid and received thereon as 
includable in the gross income of the owners thereof under the Code for federal income tax purposes. 

Tax Exempt means, with respect to the Note, the status of interest paid and received thereon as 
excludable from the gross income of the owners thereof under the Code for federal income tax purposes, 
except to the extent that such interest is taken into account in computing an adjustment used in 
determining the alternative minimum tax for certain coiporations. 

Section 1.2. Severability of Invalid Provisions: If any section, paragraph, clause or provision of this 
Ordinance shall be held invalid, the invalidity of such section, paragraph, clause or provision shall not 
affect any of the other provisions of this Ordinance. 


Section 1.3. Short Title: This Ordinance may hereafter be cited by the County or hereinafter referred 
to as the “ 2006 2008 Fine of Credit Ordinance.” 
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ARTICLE II. DETERMINATIONS OF THE COUNTY 

Section 2.1. Findings: The Board hereby finds and determines that (A) the Prior Authorizing 
Ordinance shall be amended and restated as set forth in this Ordinance: (B) all of the recitals contained in 
the preambles to this Ordinance are full, true and correct and hereby incorporates them into this 
Ordinance by this reference; <-B) (C) this Ordinance is adopted pursuant to Section 6 of Article VII of the 
Illinois Constitution of 1970; (G) (D) it is necessary and in the best interests of the County that the County 
adopt this Ordinance; (D) (E) it is necessary and in the best interests of the County that the Agreement be 
executed so as to provide for the timely defraying of necessary expenses incurred by the County for its 
coiporate purposes; and (F) (F) the execution of the Agreement, the borrowing of money for the purposes 
authorized therein and the issuance of the Note is for a proper public purpose and is in the public interest. 

Section 2.2. Execution of the Agreement Authorized: The County is hereby authorized to enter 
into the Agreement with the Purchaser in such form as shall be approved by the Chief Financial Officer, 
and by majority poll, not subject to ratification or cancellation by the Board or its members, of all 
members of the Board, which form shall be as is deemed usual and customary in the municipal bond 
market and may include, without limitation, terms providing for posted security for one or more Notes, 
assignment of taxes, drawdown conditions, repayment provisions, and provisions for default, provided, 
however, that in the event of any conflict between the terms and provisions of this Ordinance and the 
Agreement, the terms and provisions of this Ordinance shall in all events control. The Chief Financial 
Officer be, and hereby is, authorized, empowered and directed to execute, and his her execution thereof 
shall constitute conclusive evidence of the approval of any and all terms contained in the Agreement by 
the Board, and the County Clerk be, and hereby is, authorized, empowered and directed to attest the 
Agreement in the name, for and on behalf of the County, and thereupon to cause the Agreement to be 
delivered to the counterparty thereto. The Agreement (as executed) is entered into to provide for the loan 
of the proceeds of the Note to the County and the use of such proceeds as aforesaid and to pay the costs of 
issuing the Note, in the manner and with the effect therein provided. From and after the execution and 
delivery of the Agreement, the officers, employees and agents of the County are hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed to do all such acts and things and to execute all such documents as may be 
necessary to carry out and comply with the provisions of the Agreement as executed; and the Agreement 
shall constitute, and hereby is made, a part of this Ordinance, and a copy of the Agreement shall be placed 
in the official records of the County, and shall be available for public inspection at the office of the 
County Clerk. 

Section 2.3. Note Authorized: For the purposes aforesaid, the Note is hereby authorized to be issued 
as a drawdown note in the aggregate principal amount of not to exceed $200,000,000. 

Section 2.4. Note Details: The Note shall be issued in the principal amount of not to exceed 
$200,000,000 and shall bear such title and series designation as the Chief Financial Officer shall 
determine in the Note Order. The Note may be a Fixed Rate Note or a Floating Rate Note as provided in 
the Note Order. The Note shall be dated as of the first Advance for Value on the Note or as otherwise 
provided in the Agreement (any such date being the “Dated Date”), and the amount of the Note issued, 
being the sum of the amounts as shown as Advances for Value on the Note, not in excess of the Face 
Amount, less in each case principal payments made from time to time thereon, shall be the “Outstanding 
Principal Amount” of the Note. The Outstanding Principal Amount of the Note from time to time 
outstanding shall bear interest at not to exceed a rate percent per annum which is ten percent (10.00%), 
with interest payable on such date or dates as provided in the Agreement, upon any prepayment and on 
the Maturity Date. The Maturity Date shall be not later than January 31, 2008 November 30, 2010 . 

The Note shall bear interest on the Outstanding Principal Amount from time to time at the rate provided, 
in each case from the time advanced until duly paid or provided for, such interest being computed upon 
the basis of a 360-day year of twelve 30-day months. 
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Subject to the provisions of the Agreement, the interest on and all payments of principal of the Note shall 
be payable in lawful money of the United States of America, or by electronic funds transfer of lawful 
money of the United States of America, upon presentation at the office of the Note Registrar, provided, 
however, that so long as a financial institution is the registered owner of the Note, then such payments 
shall be made by check or draft of the Note Registrar to the person in whose name the Note is registered 
as evidenced by the Note Register at the close of business on the applicable Regular Record Date, which 
check or draft shall be payable in lawful money of the United States of America and mailed to the address 
or transferred to such account of such registered owner as it appears on the Note Register or at such other 
address or account as may be furnished in writing to the Note Registrar, and provided, further, that the 
final installment of principal of and interest on the Note shall be paid upon surrender in lawful money of 
the United States of America, at the principal office maintained for the purpose by the Paying Agent or its 
proper agent. 

If so provided in the Note Order, the Note may be redeemable or prepayable prior to maturity at the 
option of the County, in whole or in part on any date, upon such terms and at such times and at a 
redemption or prepayment price of par plus accrued interest to the date of redemption or prepayment, as 
determined by the Chief Financial Officer at the time of the sale thereof. 

The Note shall have be substantially in the form attached to the Agreement and as approved by the Chief 
Financial Officer, his her execution thereof to constitute approval of all terms set forth therein by the 
Board, and shall have impressed or imprinted thereon the corporate seal or facsimile thereof of the 
County and shall be signed by the manual or duly authorized facsimile signatures of the Chief Financial 
Officer and County Clerk, as they shall determine, and in case any officer whose signature shall appear on 
the Note shall cease to be such officer before the delivery of the Note, such signature shall nevertheless be 
valid and sufficient for all purposes, the same as if such officer had remained in office until delivery. 

The execution by the County of the fully registered Note shall constitute lull and due authorization of the 
Note, and the Note Registrar shall thereby be authorized to authenticate, date and deliver the Note. The 
person in whose name the Note shall be registered shall be deemed and regarded as the absolute owner 
thereof for all purposes, and payment of the principal of or interest on the Note shall be made only to or 
upon the order of the registered owner thereof or the owner’s legal representative. All such payments 
shall be valid and effectual to satisfy and discharge the liability upon the Note to the extent of the sum or 
sums so paid. 

The Note shall have thereon a certificate of authentication duly executed by the Note Registrar as 
authenticating agent of the County and showing the date of authentication. The Note shall not be valid or 
obligatory for any purpose or be entitled to any security or benefit under this Ordinance unless and until 
such certificate of authentication shall have been duly executed by the Note Registrar by manual 
signature, and such certificate of authentication upon the Note shall be conclusive evidence that the Note 
has been authenticated and delivered under this Ordinance. The certificate of authentication on the Note 
shall be deemed to have been executed by the Note Registrar if signed by an authorized officer of the 
Note Registrar. 

Section 2.5. Sale and Delivery of Note: The Chief Financial Officer is hereby authorized to sell all 
or any portion of the Note to the Purchaser from time to time as the Chief Financial Officer shall 
determine that the proceeds of such sales are needed and on such terms as he may deem to be in the best 
interests of the County. Nothing contained in this Ordinance shall limit the sale of the Note or any 
portion thereof or any maturity or maturities thereof at a price or prices in excess of the principal amount 
thereof. Subsequent to the sale of the Note or subsequent to the sale of any portion thereof, the Chief 
Financial Officer shall file in the office of the County Clerk a Note Order directed to the Board 
identifying (i) the terms of the sale, (ii) the amount, if any, of the Note being sold as a Floating Rate Note, 
(iii) the Dated Date, (iv) the aggregate principal amount of the Note sold, (v) the repayment schedule for 
the principal of and interest on the Note, (vi) the optional redemption provisions, if any, applicable to the 
Note, (vii) whether the Note is Tax Exempt or Taxable and (viii) any other matter authorized by this 
Ordinance to be determined by the Chief Financial Officer at the time of sale of the Note, and thereafter 
the Note as so sold shall be duly prepared and executed in the form and manner provided herein and 
delivered to the Purchaser in accordance with the terms of sale. 
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Any Designated Officer and such other officers of the County as may be necessary are hereby authorized 
to execute such other documents, as may be necessary to implement the Agreement and the transactions 
contemplated thereby and to effect the issuance and delivery of the Note, and execution thereof by such 
officers is hereby deemed conclusive evidence of approval thereof with such changes, additions, 
insertions, omissions or deletions as such officers may determine, with no further official action of or 
direction by the Board. 

Section 2.6. G e n e ral Tax Cov e nants Use of Proceeds : The proceeds of the Note shall be used to 
provide funds for the payment of necessary expenses incurred for the general corporate purposes of the 
County and to that end shall be set aside in the Working Cash Fund (the “Working Cash Fund”) and shall 
be used to pay the general corporate expenses of the County in accordance with customary disbursement 
procedures of the County. 

Alternatively, the Chief Financial Officer may allocate the proceeds of the Note to one or more other 
funds or accounts of the County now in existence. The County by its Board reserves the right, as it 
becomes necessary from time to time, to change the purposes of expenditure of the Working Cash Fund 
or its accounts, to change priorities, to revise cost allocations between expenditures and to substitute 
projects, in order to meet current needs of the County; subject, however, to the provisions of the tax 
covenants of the County relating to the Tax Exempt status of interest on the Note if it is issued as Tax 
Exempt. 

Section 2.7. General Tax Covenants: In the event that the Note is issued as Tax Exempt, the 
provisions of this Section shall apply. The County covenants that it will take no action with respect to the 
proceeds of the Note which would result in making the interest payable on the Note subject to federal 
income taxes by reason of the Note being classified as an “arbitrage bond” within the meaning of 
Section 148 of the Code or rulings or regulations promulgated thereunder. 

The County also agrees and covenants with the purchaser and registered owner of the Note from time to 
time outstanding that, to the extent possible under Illinois law, it will comply with whatever federal tax 
law is adopted in the future which applies to the Note and affects the status of the interest on the Note as 
Tax Exempt , if the Note is issued as Tax Exempt ; that without limiting the generality of the foregoing, the 
County agrees: (a) through its officers, to make such further specific covenants, representations and 
assurances as may be necessary or advisable; (b) to comply with all representations, covenants and 
assurances contained in a certification regarding tax exemption to be prepared by counsel approving the 
Note; (c) to consult with such counsel and to comply with such advice as may be given; (d) to pay to the 
United States, as necessary, such sums of money representing required rebates of excess arbitrage profits 
relating to the Note; (e) to file such forms, statements and supporting documents as may be required and 
in a timely manner; and (f) if deemed necessary or advisable by its officers, to employ and pay fiscal 
agents, financial advisors, attorneys and other persons to assist the County in such compliance; and that 
the County acknowledges that, in the event of an examination by the Internal Revenue Service of the 
exemption from Federal income taxation for interest paid on the Note, under present rules, the County is 
treated as the “taxpayer” in such examination. 

Section 2.8. Registered Form: The County agrees that it will not take any action to permit the Note, 
if it is issued as Tax Exempt, to be issued in, or converted into, bearer or coupon form. 

ARTICLE III. MISCELLANEOUS 

Section 3.1. Ratification of Acts: All acts of the Board, the Designated Officers and the officers and 
employees of the County that are in conformity with the intent and purposes of this Ordinance, whether 
heretofore or hereafter taken or done, be, and the same are hereby, in all respects, ratified, confirmed and 
approved. 

Section 3.2. Superseder: All ordinances, resolutions, motions, orders or parts thereof in conflict with 
this Ordinance including, specifically, the Prior Authorizing Ordinance, are, to the extent of such conflict, 
hereby superseded. The Prior Authorizing Ordinance is hereby amended and restated as hereinabove set 
forth. 


Section 3.3. Effective Date: This Ordinance shall be immediately operative, effective and valid upon 
its passage and approval .
